We grow Garden Chrysanthemums only — *Conings will be. ready for 
shipping from February 15th to July 15th. Plants will be well labeled, and 
well packed, assuring you beautiful, sturdy, blooming plants this fall. 

Our plants are guaranted true to name and in healthy condition. All 
plants proved unsatisfactory will be replaced. 

Our Mum stock is carefully selected from plants that were inspected, 
disease-free, and specimen plants, in our 8 acre planting of Chrysanthemums. 
All our stock is outdoors through the blooming season. 

If on arrival, your plants should be a little dry, put them in water to cover 
the roots, and keep them in the water until the next morning. Then, either pot 
up and hold until your garden is well prepared, or plant right out, if weather 
permits, and your garden is well prepared. Keep well watered first few days. 

We try to plant our cuttings in late afternoon or after a good rain, and 
we have excellent results, even as late as July 20th. When planting late in 
the season, water daily, in afternoon, for one week, if weather is hot and dry. 
Keep soil around the roots, loose and soft, during the summer months.
